Spray must be released at the lowest height consistent with pest control and flight safety. Do not release
spray at a height greater than 10 feet above the crop canopy unless a greater height is required for
aircraft safety.

When applications are made with a cross-wind, the swath will be displaced downwind. The applicator
must compensate for this displacement at the downwind edge of the application area by adjusting the
path of the aircraft upwind.

In the State of New York, a 25 foot vegetated, non-cropped buffer strip untraversed by drainage tiles must
be maintained between a treated field and a coastal salt marsh or stream that drains into a coastal salt
marsh, for both aerial or ground application.

Agitate vigorously or
recirculate water with the pump for 2 minutes. Pour or pump rinsate into application equipment or rinsate
collection system. Repeat this rinsing procedure two more times. Then offer for recycling if available or
puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by incineration, or, by other procedures approved by State
and local authorities. :
